FREE STATE TEACHERS’ 
PENSIONS. 


GOVERNMENT CRITICISED. 

Speaking at a largely attended meeting 
in Tralee, Mr, MacSweeney, Central Execu- 
tive Councit (Killorglin), said that the pre- 
sent position of the Pension Fund was 
brought about by the carelessness and 
neglect of the Government, who failed to 
keep their side of the Fund solvent, while 
the teachers had done moré than their share 
on their own side. The imposition of a 
premium of 125. per cent. towards pensions 
on teachers already paying 4 per cent. was 
monstrous, tinjust’ and intolerable, and the 
teachers would. not tolerate it. 
Civil servants’ and servants of “public 
bodies in the Free State were not asked to 
pay a penny.dowards pensions, while their 
benefits were far better than those of 
teachers. The officials of public boards, 
though not asked to contribute anything, 
may receive a pension equal to two-thirds of 
their salary after twenty-five years’ service, 
while the teacher is entitled to half salary 
after forty -years’~ service, and for this 
calmly asked to pay 125° per cent. of 
salary. The tddcher in England and Scot- 
land got.two-thirds salary on retirement. 

Mr. MacSweeney added that it was a dis- 
grace to the State that six hundred convent 
and monastery teachers and 1,700 junior 
assistant -mistresses were not entitled to any 
pension. After forty years’ ‘service these 
were to be cast on the roadside as broken 
reeds, to live on the charity of friends or a 
burden on the rates. 

The North already had looked after these, 
and why not the South? He appealed to 
the public for assistance in getting this 
caring injustice removed.

Honey should be stored in.a warm, dry 
place, and on becoming candied: can easily 
be converted into a liquid state by heating 
gently.

ROUND South: County Dublin, 
Within that comparatively small 
radius of the city which sweeps in a sem1- 
circle from Rathfarnham to Clondalkin, 
there still stand many old castles, some 
still inhahited, while others are al] but 
total ruins. Of the latter we have Tymon 
Castle, near Tallaght, built “. the time of 
King John; Knocklyon Castle, Firhouse ; 
Tallaght Castle itself, now only a tower 
in the Dominican College; Clondalkin 
Castle and Ballymount. Of the others, 
Rathfarnham Castle, Drimnagh and 
Belgard are still used as human habita- 
tions. Of them all, none hold more 
historic associations, perhaps, than Bel- 
gard, ‘‘the border fortress of the Pale,’’ 
and the great barrier in centuries gone 
by against the incursions of the mountain 
clans of “wild Irishry.’’ 

Standing high above its woods on a 
lordly eminence, and possessed of a com- 
manding and magnificent view of the sur- 
rounding country, extending to the city, 
Dublin Bay, and the adjacent mountains 
on the one side, and extensive tracts of 
the counties of Dublin, Kildare and 
Meath on the other, Belgard Castle wa; 
admirably fitted to fulfil -tg, mission as 
guardian of the English territory within 
the Pale. 

In remote centuries the first lords of 
Belgard ‘were the Talbots, a branch of the 
family of whom it has been sail truly 
that more than eight centuries of foreign 
and domestic history are filled with their 
renown. Not only did they take part in 
the wars of the Henrys and the Edwards, 
Kings of England, and in the fierce feuds 
of the Roses, but they equally dis- 
tinguished themselves at tilt and tourna- 
ment, measuring lances with the 
illustrious knights of. Enuland, France 
and Germany. They were connected by 
i marriage with the most noble houses, 
including the royal families of both Tng- 
land and Wales. 


' BUTLERS AND GERALDINES. 


The Talbots could hardy have selected 
a spot more fitted for a constant display 
of the bravery and chivalry which were 
their most notable family characteristics 
than this same Castle of Belgard. D’Alton 
says of them: ‘Often in the deep glens 
and wild passes that intervened did the 
Lords of Belgard and the chieftains of 
Imaal, the Talbots and the O’Tooles, 
measure their strencth in alternate 
triumphs. Sometimes the sudden 
encounter and the furious onset would 
prevail against orderly array and 
disciplined valour, and the cross-bow was 
cloven down by the battle-axe. On other 
and more frequent oceasions the garrison 
of the castle would penetrate the defiles 
of the hills and carry desolation by fire 
and sword into the fastnesses of the 
indomitable Jrishry of Wicklow. In 
truth, the history of RBelgard and its 
border wars, rescued from tne dust in 
which the records of Ireland are suffered 
to moulder, would furnish one of the most 
interesting pictures of the stute of govern- 
mont and society in Ireland from the 
twelfth to the sixteenth century. - 

In 1517 Reginald Talbot died here, 
possessed of many thousands of ucres, 
extending from the Dublin Mountains 
dewn to Clondalkin and on to Kinsealy, 
Feltrim and Sword: \ remarkable 
notice concerning his son is to be found 
in Campion’s ‘ History of lreland’’:— 
“Pierce Butler, Earl of Ossary, Lord 
Deputy, Kildare, attending the King’s 
pleasure for his despateh, recovered favour 
ut the instance of the Duke of Suffolk, 
whose dauchier, Danie Elizabeth Grey, he 
espoused royally, and.so denarted home. 
Now, there was a great partaker of all 
the Deputy s council, one Robert Talbot 
of Belgard, whom the Geraldines hated 
deadly; him they surmised to keep a 
kalendar of all their doings and to stir 
the coals that incensed brother against 
brother, in which fury James Fitzgerald, 
meeting the said gentleman beside Bally- 
more, slew him even there, journeying 
to keep his Christmas with the Deputy. 
With this despiteful murder both sides 
broke out into .open rage, and especially 
the Countess of Ossory, Kildare’s sister, 
a rare woman, and able for wisdom to 
rule a realm had not her svomacl, over- 
ruled herself. Here began intimations of 
new treagsons, passing to and fro with 
complaints and replies; but Suffolk had 
wrought the canvas so fast in his son- 
in-law’s beLalf that he was suffered to 
rest at home, and only commissioners 
directed thither with authority to examine 
the root of their gcriefs—wherein, if they 
found Kildare even tolerably purged, 
their instructions was to depose the 
‘plaintiff and to swear the other Lord 
Deputy, which they accordin.z:y did.’’ 


A CONTRAST IN DUKES. 


Within the walls of Belgard Castle was 
born the celebrated Richard Talbot, Duke 
of Tyrconnell. ‘The Duke of Marl- 
borough and this individual,” D’ Alton 
siys again, “were alike distinguished fo1 
their noble exterior and graceful manners, 
vied with each other in demonstrations 
of loyalty, were married to sisters, the 
most beautiful females of the Court, and 
in their pursuits and attachment to the 
Stuarts were long strikingly associated. 
At the Revolution, however, Talbot 
pursued the road of devoted and un- 
calculating honour, and was overwhelmed ; 
(lLurehill floated on the tide «t treachery, 
and attained power and glory. The 
memory of the one duke will live as long 
as mankind can cherish virtue anu honour 
principle; the splendid victories of the 
other cannot hide from the moralist lis 
abandonment of all principse and deser- 
tion of his ill-fated sovereign.’ 

In 1638 died John Talbot, of Belyard, 
who was a colonel in the Army and dis- 
tinguished himself in the Continental! 
wars. He was buried in Tallacht, where 
an old, flat tombstone, portraying a 
vizor xbove his name and the date of 
his death, may still be seen Lear the gate 
of the churchyard. H’: son, another John 
Talbot, of Belgard, tek a toremost part 
in the war of 1641, and, identifying his 
fortune with that of the Stua ‘ts. followed 
King Charles into exile. Winning 
further renown on the battlefields of 
Flanders, he was restored by the Aci of 
Settlement to a small portion of his 
estates, and set about .repairing and 
beautifying his Castle of Belgard, which 
had suffered much from Cromwell's 
artillery. Later on, undeterred by the 
ingratitude and forgetfulness of the 
Stuarts, he again risked his life and 
fortune in the cause of James IT. He 
raised and <° uipped a regimeat of cavalry 


at his own exvense, and fought at the- 


hattles of the Boyne and Aughrim. 


VICISSITUDES. 


His daughter (he left no sons) married 
Thomas Dillon, of Brackloon, grandson 
of the first Viscount Dillon; and the 
united estates of Belgard and Brackloon 
then comprised more than 10,900 acres. 
The oat enactments of (Queen Anne ® 
reign, however, soon clouded ali expecta- 
tion of the former splendour of both jouses 
being now restored. Thomas  Dilign 
“pined in obscurity, when his education, 
rank end cennections, if not pressed down 
by the weight of relicious persecution, 
would have elevated him to the firt

WAR AND ROMANCE. 


After withstanding the fury of the 
elements and the stcrins of war for six 
hundred years, the greater part of the old 
castle fell towards the close of the 
eighteenth century, filling up _ the 
surrounding moat with its ruins; and the 
present edifice has been fashioned out of 
the débris. Many a happy hour did I 
spend in my youth, straying through the 
lovely woods and Jawns and orchards of 
its demesnes. Foremost among my agsocia- 
tions cf the place, though a very gruesome 
one, is that of hearing an old man relate, 
when I was a very small child, how, as 
a boy, he had seen the bodies of dead 
rebels lying across Belgard wall, their 
heads on one side, their heels ot. the other, 
just as they had been shot down at the 
time of the ’98 Rebellion, while seeking to 
make their escape from the soldiery. 

Thomas Davis, in his poem, “‘Emmeline 
Talbot: A Ballad of the Pale,' gives a 
stirring account of the capture, as she lay 
asleep in Glenasmoil, of the young 
daughter cf the Lords of Belgard by the 
followers of the O’ Byrnes, whose chieftain, 
Connor O'Byrne, she afterwards rescued 
from the dungeon in which he was confined 
in Belgard Castle. and married him for

Ink From Straw. 


It has been discovered of late years that 
straw possesses valuable propertics. and 
now comes the news that ink can be manu- 
factured from it, \bout twenty vears 
ago, an American chemist named George 
Harrison, was spending the night at the 
home of a Canadian settler, when a straw- 
burning stove exploded, With an in- 
ventor’s curiosity. Harrison. began to 
experiment with straw, to find out the 
cause of the explosion, and discovered it 
to have been caused by ‘‘ straw gas.” 
This he succeeded in condensing, and used 
it in a motor car. As a result of his 
experiments, it was found that « ton of 
straw vields 640 pounds of carbon, 16 to 
2 gallons of crude “ straw oil.” 400 
pounds of pitch, as well as a smal! amount 
of tar. The ink is manufactured from the 
carbon, und, when mixed with other snb- 
stances, makes a smooth, stable, quick- 
drying fluid.

| Che Reward of Eloquence. 


I read in the papers recently that a man 
who was sentenced to one month’s im- 
prisonment, asked for a longer term, and 
was obligingly sentenced to three months.

importance.” His lordship listened to 
this rigmarole with great patience, and 
then said, quietly: “ You seem to be fond 
of long sentences—ten years.” 


‘Mr. MWayhow Heller. 


Mr. Mayhow Heller, who nas just re 
turned from a three months leave of 
absence, attending the meetings of the 
British Association in South Africa, has 
much of interest to tell in his study of 
the apprenticeship 
system in that 
country. The splen- 
did co-operation of 
the technical schools 
with the commercial 
and industrial life 
of the country was 
what interested him 
most. What made 
the greatest impres- 
sion on this educa- 
tionalist was the 
number of voluntary 
workers who were 
giving their services 
to assist the 
Ministry of Educa- 
tion and the parents 
of children in finding employment for boys 
and girls on school-leaving age. ‘* There 
is nothing like it in this country,” said 
Mr. Heller. ‘‘ Every child in the Union 
is card-indexed, and is assisted in finding 
employment according to his capabili. 
ties.”” These committees are given statu- 
torv powers, so that they are in a position 
to be of invaluable help im the educational 
work of the country. During his stay Mr. 
Heller was invited by the Dutch Govern- 
mont to speak on bi-linguism in Treland. 
There is a language problem in South 
Africa, and Mr. Heller was the first 
Irishman to explain the position at home 
on the language question, his address 
being given much prominence in the 
South African Press. 


“Che Haunch of Venison.” 


The literary world is taking much 
interest in the forthcoming sale, at 
Sotheby's, in London, next month of the 
original manuscript of Goldsmith's '' The 
Haunch of Venison,’’ and it is certain, 
in view of the Jarge prices which, i 
recent years, have been paid for Goldsmith 
MSS., that a high figure will be reached 
before the lot is knocked down. Only a 
fev’ months ago the manuscript of Gold- 
smith’s little poem ‘Vides Game of 
Chogs,’’ realised £5,600. 

The manuscript of the ‘‘Haunch of 
Venison,’’ which comprises 124 lines on 
43 pages of folio, was written in 1771 for 
Viscount Clare, afterwards known as Farl 
Nugent, and for many years has been 
hidden in a rectory at Liverpool. 

Viscount Clare, knowing the physical 
needs of Goldsmith, one day sent him a 
haunch of venison, and the poet in his 
thanks, penned “The Haunch oí 
Venison.’’ The incident occurred vrobably 
in 1771, and the poem was printed shortly 
after the death of Goldsmith.

Viscount Clare. 


Viscougt Clare, or Karl Nugent, was 
a politician and poet who was born at 
(arlamstown, County Westmeath, the son 
of Michael Nugent, and he had an 
adventurous, if not wholly distinguished, 
career. 

In early life he married the daughter 
of James (Cragus, a Secretary of State. 
This lady had much property in the 
borough of Gt. Mawes, in Cornwall, and 
Clare was elected Member of Parliament 
for St. Mawes in 1741, and later for 
Bristol. 

He was rot unsuccessful in his political 
work, and in 1754 was appointed a Lord 
of the Treasury, and in 1776 President 
of the Bocrd of Trade. In the meantime, 
however, his wife had died, and in 1757 
he married the Dowager Conntess of 
Berkeley, and thus came into a large 
fortune. For his political work be was 
created Farl Nugent in the Peerage of 
Ireland in 1776. On this death the 
Earldom des:ended to his son-in-law, and 
later nassed to the Dukes of Buckingham 
and Chandos.

w is, doubtless, the wisest course to 

pursue that no hasty decision should 
be made regarding the nature of the ex- 
hibition which has been suggested to take 
place in Cork during the year 1932. Even 
amongst the business community a diver- 
sity of opinion prevails on the question of 
a national or international event. On one 
side it is held that a greater fillip to Irish 
industries could be provided if the project 
were confined to this country, but the 
larger number are inclined to the view 
that a much wider appeal should be made. 
All things considered, therefore, it is to 
be hoped that every section of the com- 
inanity will be represented at the confer- 
ence, which has been called by the Lord 
Mayor (Alderman Sean French, T.D.) for 
Tuesday afternoon. 

I understand that the only question to 
be considered at this meeting will be 
whether the exhibition will be national or 
international, presumably for the reason 
that fuller investigations and statistics, 
together with the assurance of necessary 
financial support, would be desirable be- 
fore any definite decision could be reached. 
The Lord Mayor has informed me that 
the response to the invitations to attend 
the conference has been most gratifying, 
particularly from the business men of the 
city, and, in addition, all the local boards 
have already signified their interest in the 
project. 

AN EMPIRE EAHISE IO. 


An interesting apeten. which would 
not ke received with enthusiasm in all 
quarters, is made by Mr. P. Crowley, 
Vice-President of the Cork Chamber of 
Commerce. . Pointing out the huge ex- 
penditure involved in the organisation of 
an international exhibition on a large 
scale, he thinks that this might prove 
beyond the resources of the promoters, 
and, for this reason, advocates the pro- 
motion of a British Empire exhibition. 
“Tí the scheme were confined to this 
country,’ he said, “it would not be saffi- 
cient to bring large numbers of visitors 
from other eountries, and little benefit 
would be derived. This is a matter from 
which politics must be excluded, and, 
while an Empire exhibition might be dis- 
tasteful to some, their co-operation must 
he sacrificed for the benefit of the citizens 
in general.”’ 

Mr. Crowley's broadminded outlook is 
a worthy example to his fellow-citizens, 
and his views on the subject will be sup- 
ported by many leading business men, 
who are vitally concerned in the success 
of the venture. 

I may add that I questioned the Lord 
Mayor regarding the selection of a site 
for the exhibition, but this matter is also 
being left over until a later date. Alder- 
man French ig not in favour of utilising 
the Fitzgerald Park for the purpose. It 
was here that the exhibition of 1902 was 
held, the ground being afterwards pur- 
chased by the Corporation as a monument 
to the successful work of Sir Edward Fitz- 
gerald and his Committee. Situated on 
the Mardyke, on one of the branches of 
the River Lee, the Fitzgerald Park is 
beautifully tended and maintained as a 
great flower garden. As almost irrepar- 
able damage would be caused if the pro- 
posed exhibition were housed there, it is 
to be hoped that the other sites within 
easy reach of the city will receive con- 
sideration. 


CORK HARBOUR FINANCES, 


For various reasons the auditor's report 
to the Cork Harbour Commissioners for 
the past financial year has not yet been 
received, but I understand that copies 
will be placed in the hands of the mem- 
bers within the next ten days. In its 
absence a certain amount of uneasiness 


might be caused through the recent inti- | 


mation that a deficiency of abont £600 is 
anticipated in the pilotage revenue if 
present conditions of pay, allowances, 
atc,, are maintained. The pilotage fund, 
however, is entirely separated from the 
remainder of the Board s revenue,’ and the 
sum remaining. after all charges for 
administration, ete., have been met, is 
divided amongst the pilots. They receive 
no salary from the port authority, but are 
paid weekly sums as an advance on their 
earnings, which are determined only 
every six months. During the past ten 
years, when an average of more than 
three hundred liners called annually at 
Queenstown, the pilots have been in 
receipt of payments amounting to close 
on five hundred pounds per annum. 
Following the recent reduction in the 
pilotage charges on trans-Atlantic ship- 
ping, they are faced with a substantial 
decrease in this sum, as it is calculated 
that their revenue has been reduced by 
about two thousand pounds annyally. 

In other directions, however, the past 


financial year has been a “record 
period in the history of the Board, ang 
the substantial increase in their revenye 
is not only indicative of the wise adminis. 
tration of Mr. Richard Wallace, their 
chairman, and his fellow-members, py: 
also points to the continued steady jm.

Probably the one disappointing feature of 
the accounts will be the large sums under

THE HOUSING PRO®8LEM. 


Much has been accomplished within tha 
past six years in the relief of the acute 
shortage in the City of Cork, but it is 
calculated that between four thousand 
and five thousand houses are till 
required. This estimate was given by the 
City Manager, Mr. P. Monahan, in his 
evidence at an inguiry held during the 
week into the application by the City 
Council for a provisional order empower. 
ing them to put into force the powers of 
the Land Clauses Act with respect to the 
purchase and taking, otherwise than be 
agreement, of certain lands in connection 
with their housing schemes. Already four 
hundred and forty-six houses have been 
erected by the Corporation with Stat 
assistance, and, largely because of the 
substantial amounts paid on deposit in the 
purchase of the houses, it has been found 
possible to proceed with the preparation 
of plans and specifications for a further 
one hundred and fifty houses

A CHURCH S FPROBLEM. 
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The contrasting problems of the Church 
of Ireland in Belfast and in Cork were 
outlined by the Rev. Webb Jones, Rector 
of Lisburn, who delivered an eloquent 
address at a special Service for men in, 
St. Fin Barre’s Cathedral during the past 
week, The occasion marked the conclu 
sion of the series of Harvest Thanksgiving 
Services which were opened last Sunday, 
large congregations being present at all 
the Services. Mr. Jones said that it was 
sometimes asked why Belfast could not 
solve its own problem of providing 
sufficient Church workers for its needs? 
Lack of finances and acute unemployment 
in an essentially industrial centre made 
the training of volunteers extremely difi- 
cult, and it was largely for this reason 
that the North sought additional! he] pers 


| from the South, until some scheme had 


been adopted whereby university training 
could be provided for suitable candidates 
for the ministry. 

This was a problem for the whole Church 
of Ireland; for the North and South were 
one in this, and it was not true to assert 
that Belfast men were niggardly or un- 
generous in their efforts to reach a solv- 
tion. Even in the over-crowded parish of 
St. Marv’s in Ballymacarrett, with a 
membership of over sixteen thousand 
people, many of whom were hard hit by 
poverty, there were numerous workers from 
humble homes, who devoted a large share 


of their leisure hours to Church work. 
“Without the enthusiasm of these 
gallant volunteers,’’ declared Mr. Jones 
‘our clergymen would be completely dis 
heartened ; fort is utterly impossible for 
them to come &nto personal contact “with 
all their parishioners. or even to visit al! 
the homes in their districts once in the 
twelve months.” 

In the scattered parishes throughout the 
South of Ireland their ministers had a 
more dificult problem to face in the 
apathy and indifference of their flock. |;

RADIATION AND CANCER. 

It had been known for over a quarter of a 
‘ iry that rapid'y growing tissues, em- 
‘bryos, tumours, etc., were  dgeleteriously 
‘afiected by the rays given off from X-ray 
dubes and from radium. ‘Thus, skin, gonads, 
mucous membranes and blood-forming tissues 
were all easily damaged by exposure to X or 
wadium-radiation, The dreadful characteristic 
of cancer cells was that the inhibition of cell 
vision was either poor or absent. It was 
mmon knowledge that the mad course of 
il division followed by various types of 
cer cells: could be checked by radiation. 
e tumour usually recurred sooner or later, 
however, in the same position, or in metas- 
tas lt was the rapidly growing type of 
tumour which responded best to radiation. 
The less active types were difficult to treat 
property. The question of radio-sensitivity 
of cells was all important in the treatment of 
undesirable growths. Broadly speaking, the 
growing cell was the more radio-sensitive, 
and, by. striking a dosage which would in. 
commode the growing cell and would not 
deleteriously affect the resting cell, one could 
hope .to eradicate, or at least arrest. cells with 
a rapid division rate. This was the theory 
of it. In practice one might find that the 
radiation had only a temporary effect. Only 
a proportion of the undesirable cells might Le 
dividing or rapidly growing, and. so expose 
themselves to destruction; likewise the divi- 

on rate of the growing cells might approxi- 
mate to that of the cells of the norma! 
tissues, so that it was difficult, if not quite 
impossible, to hit off the proper dosage. 

Having referred to several ‘classes of 
material which have been in general use by 
biologists for X-ray research and to experi- 
ments regarding the effect of radiation on 
cells, the speaker said that the great advan- 
tage of the tissue culture technique was that, 
no matter what might, or might not, be the 
actual structure of the cell, cell multiplica- 
tion went on: it might be watched, and the 
number of cell divifions accurately counted. 
No other type of material offered such oppor 
tunity for watching the effects of radiation 
on the numbers of cell divisions, and, there 
fore. on growth itself. 

THE EVIDENCE OF THE WART.

cell. X-ray dermatitis was practically always 
found only in radiologists who had been years 
al their work. in the current laboratory 
experiments to test stimulation, exposure was 
over only a very short period, and exposure 
of tumours to X-rays or radium was also only 
for short periods. It seemed clear, therefore, 
that it was unfair to class X-ray dermatitis 
as evidence for stimulation in the sense that 
the word was used by radiologists and by him 
in his address. 

Professor Gatenby mentioned that, in 
answer to a letter from him to the National 
Radium ‘Commission, it was stated that this 
did not extend to the Irish 
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EARLY USE OF RADIUM. 

Professor Joly moved “ That the best 
thanks of the University Biological Associa- 
lion be accorded to the President, Dr. 
Gatenby, for his valuable address.” He said ;

It was one of Dr. Walter Stevenson's earliest 
Cases: one upon which everything had pre- 
Viously been tried ‘and tried in vain. 

I have a letter, which I greatly value, 
Bddressed to me by Dr. John Malet Purser, 
whose recent, death we deeply deplore. It 
refers to the use of ‘radium in a case of deep- 
seated cancer which hed been _ recently 
Operated upon. The. letter 4s dated July 
25th, 1903. It discussés with characferistic 
abifity and sympathy a suggestion of the 
use of radium as a last resource in this par- 
ticylar case. I have been told that this was 
an early suggestion of such an application. 
In the subsequent. years a number of modes 
of radium-applieation were introduced, but

I have been tol by a high 
authority that these conditions apply more 
especially to cerebral tumours. t 

A WORD OF WARNING. 

_ The reference towards the end of Dr. 
Gatenby s paper to the necessity of obtaining 
radium for purposes of research I cordially 
welcome. We have not nearly enough in our 
Radium Institute. But I would like to say a 
word of warning. Do not let us divide our 
forces. That each hospital should possess its 
own supply of radivm is, doubtless, a policy 
of perfection; but it is one which, even if 
attainable, is sure to prove wasteful, for the 
reason that the precious radium must be 
often laid by doing nothing. To deal locally 
with its emanation would involve a running 
expense quite beyond the reach of any of our 
hospitals. This great expense is borne by 
the Royal Dublin Society, and, furthermore. 
is carried out under conditions involving the 
constant care of an experienced scientific 
officer; such as secures to the practitioner 
absolutely reliable data as to the strength of 
the dosage. 

No! i would respectfully ask the Boards 
o* our RN pa to hold their hands for yet a 
little while until we can combine with a 
view to providing our Radium Institute with 
an adequate supply of radium—such a supply 
as would enable the Institute to meet the 
demands of research as well as of routine 
treatment. (Applause.) 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS. 

Dr. Walter C. Stevenson, who seconded the 
vole of thanks, said that radiation un- 
doubtedly was the most potent physical agent 
that they were aware of in influencing the 
metabolism of cells. Giving figures, he said 
that he had treated up to the end of last 
year with Beta and Gamina rays, given off 
during the disruption of Radium B, and more 
articularly Radium C, 2,143 patients since 
th April, 1914, and had records of the 
doses and technique employed in practically 
every case. Up to date this year he had 
treated 215 cases, a total of 2,358. Of these 
5ol were for gun-shot wounds and other injuries 
received during the Great War, this variety 
of treatment having been passed by the War 
Office after his results hi been investigated 
by Sir Robert Jones and his colleagues at 
Liverpool, where: the speaker was sent for 
duty ia this purpose íor three months. When 
body cells were unable satisfactorily to cope 
with infection or disease, mild radiation, in 
his experience, had a pronouned effect—if he 
might put it in this way—of helping lame 
ducks ovor the style, and, at least, was able 
to influence the tide of battle for the benefit 
of the patient. 

Considering the question of cancer, he said 
that radiation must be useful in this con- 
dition, because it had a selective action. 
They were able by radiation to help the 
patient to eliminate cancer. In regard to 
inoperative cancer, if the case was far ad- 
vanced radiation could be considered only as 
a palliative measure, because it was futile to 
cure the cancer and kill the patient. When 
nobody died of cancer or of tuberculosis we 
had reached the millenium. In his experience 
skin cancers, roden ulcers, were very amen- 
able to radiation... 

Dr. Stevenson went on to speak of the 
treatment of non-malignant conditions where 
long-continued, very gentle radiation had 
proved most beneficial in influencing the 
course of chronic ailments and infections, and 
gave figures representing the number of 
cases treated to illustrate the opinion that 
his colleagues and others entertained of this 
treatment. 

DANGEROUS THERAPEUTIC AGENT. 

Professor Maurice R. J. Hayes, who pro- 
posed the motion that the Dublin Univer- 
sity Biological Association was worthy of 
the support of all students of medicine and 
other sciences in that University, said that 
in the beginning X-rays were used empiri- 
eally. Radio-therapy was no longer empirical. 
It was now an exact science. Radiation 
was, however, a very potent and, there- 
fore, a very dangerous therapeutic 
agent. One of the axioms of therapeutics 
was an accurate knowledge of the quality, 
the dose, and the effects of the remedies they 
employed. 

The whole subject of radiation was very 
complex, and it was much more involved 
than it would at first sight appear. A great 
many variables must be considered, and 
inattention to their control could end only 
in failure or disaster. 

REPLY TO MR. G. B. SHAW. 

Sir W. I, de C. Wheeler seconded the 
resolution that the Dublin University Bio- 
logical Association was worthy of the sup- 
port of all students. He alluded to some 
experimental work which had been carried 
ont under his direction in connection with 
the electrical phenomena associated with 
X-rays, and the. biological effects which were 
obtained under various conditions. He said 
that in the Biological Association the spint 
was good and the outlook was wide. He 
carried with him many. impressions left from 
his apprenticeship to the Association as secre 
tary, and afterwards as President, in the old 
days. They were taught as students a sym- 
pathetic respect for svencial thought; they 
were made to realise that in a progressive 
science, such as medicine, books and rules 
and time-honoured doctrines must pass and 
fail, and by coming in contact with distin- 
guished visitors and contributors they learned 
to honour the wisdom of the cultured mind. 

Sir William alluded to the dictum of Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw, that the destruction of 
all the universities would aid civilisation, but, 
he said, G.B.S. had never the advantage nor the 
privilege of being a member of the Biological 
Association. It was true that those were 
great days in Rome, before the existence of 
universities, when the avenues to high pleces 
in the State were arms, eloquence and the 
law. But the days of ancient Greece were 
greater. Herophilus in the third century 
said that urt had nothing to show, strength 
was incapable of effort, wealth was valueless 
and eloquence without power if health was 
wariting. 

Thus everything in the State depended 
upon an efficient medical ser\ ice, and the birth- 
places of efficiency were associations such as 
he was addressing that night.

HOUSING PROBLEM IN THURLES. | 

In a report to THURLES Urban Council, 
the Town Clerk (Mr. J. M. Kennedy) states 
that to replace houses that are presently unfit 
for human habitation 421 new houses would 
be required. There were 357 tenements with 
more than two occupants per room, and 170 
houses, intended for one family, were now 
occupied by two or more families. The Coun- 
cil agreed that it was not possible to take 
immediate action with regard to the houses 
unfit for habitation, but made an order that 
where a tenant secures another house the old 
one should be closed and further letting for- 
hidden. It was stated that there are scores 
of applicants for thirteen new houses which 
are now completed. 

CONTAMINATED WATER SUPPLY. | 

At the meeting of OMAGH Rural Council 
last Saturday the Northern Ministry of Home 
Affairs wrote with regard to the reports of 
the analyst on samples of water from pumps 
and wells in Fintona, pointing out that the 
reports disclosed a very serious state of 
affairs. Of eight public sources of water sup- 
ply only two could be used with safety. In 
view of the danger to the inhabitants by the 
use of contaminated supplies the Council 
shoald without delay consider 4he question of 
a proper supply, and appoint an engineer for 
this purpose. Mr. P. McCaffrey, representative 
of Fintona on the Council, stated that the 
state of affairs in Fintona never was worse 
than at present. The water from one pump 
in Well lane was so contaminated that no one 
should use it. Unless something were done 
to prevent people using the water there would 
be serious results. He urged a gravitation 
water system from Derrahard. It was de- 
cided to summon a special meeting to consider 
Mr. McCaffrey s proposal. 


A SCENE. 

There was a scene at the meeting of the 
LONDONDERRY Board of Guardians last 
Saturday when Mr. Robert Finlay and Mr. 
Marshall M‘Kay raised the question of the 
position of the assistant clerk, whom they 
alleged was not an official of the Board, The 
Clerk said that he was, but Mr. M‘Kay 
maintained that he was not. The Chairman 
(Mr. A. J. Irwin, B.A.), ruled Mr. M‘Kay 
out of order and told him to sit down. Mr. 
M‘Kay said that he would raise it on the 
notice of motion, and when he handed in the 
notice the Clerk proceeded to read the 
minutes dealing with the appointment. Mr. 
M‘Kay objected, but the Chairman directed 
him to sit down. The Clerk then read the 
minutes showing’ that two years ago the 
assistant clerk was appointed an official of 
the Board, and that the Northern Ministry 
had duly sanctioned the matter. The Chair- 
man said that under those cifcumstances he 
declined to accept the notice of motion. Mr. 
M‘Kay said that he would write to the 
Ministry, and make the Chairman listen to 
him. 


DUTY ON A BET. 

At THURLES District Court, John Mooney, 
bookmaker, Thurles, was charged with failing 
to pay duty on a bet made with him at 
Harold’s Cross grevhound racing track on 
June 27th. Mr. E. Kevins and Mr. J. Shiels, 
of the Inland Revenue Department, said that 
they saw a punter lay a bet of £5 to win £15. 
Mr. Kevins made a bet of 5s. He got a 
ticket numbered 608. Later the Revenne 
Department discovered that the bet for ticket 
No. 007 was entered as 5s., instead of £5. 
The dog, “He Goes.” on which the £5 bet 
was made, won, but they did not see the 
£20 being paid out. Defendant, giving 
evidence, said that the bet was 5s. Mr. L. J. 
Ryan, solicitor (for the defence), said that 
there was nothing in the Finance Act, 1924, 
to show that it was an offence to make 4 
wrong entry. District Justice Flood said 
that it would be a- reasonable thing, before 
the defendant was prosecuted, to give him an 
opportunity of paving on the £5 bet. The 
section should be ciearly and definitely shown 
that if a man made a wrong entry he. would 
be liable. There was no evidence of 
systematic fraud in this case. Was there any 
recorded case where a man was convicted for 
“failure to pay?” Mr. James O’Brien, State 
solicitor, said that he would try and find out 
if there was one. The Justice said that. he 
thought that a wrong entry should be made 
a separate offence. The Justice reserved his 
decision to the next sitting.

At CORK Circuit Court on Saturday Mr. 
Justice Kenny dismissed an action brought 
at the suit of Daniel Donovan, a Civic 
Guard, of Coolaney, County Sligo, against 
Maurice Spillane, of 3 Southern road, Cork. 
Plaintiff claimed £40 18s. in respect of 
injuries sustained when, in a collision with 
defendant’s motor car at Patrick’s Bridge, 
Cork, in April last, he was knocked off his 
motor cycle.

DAMAGES FOR LABOURER. 

At CORK Circuit Court, before Mr. 
Justice Kenny, Richard Nagle, a labourer, 
of Aghinagh, sued the L.S.E. Motor Com- 
pany, Dublin, and the Irish Omnibus Co., 
Cork, for £300 damages for injuries sus- 
tained by being knocked down as a result 
of the negligent manner in which defendants’ 
motor yvehciles were driven on the road at 
Caum in July last. Plaintiff, in evidence, 
stated that on the date stated he was un- 
loading his cart when an omnibus and a 
Van approached from opposite directions, 
and, as they passed, the 'bus struck the axle 
of the cart, which tipped up, pinning him 
against the wall. He became unconscicus 
and was removed to hospital. After medical 
evidence had been given, the Justice 
awarded £75 damages, to include £10 10s, 
for medical attendance.

Orders have been given to evacuate the 
zone threatened by Mont Pelee, which has 
again become active: after a period of 
quiescence. Mont Pelee is. the volcano 
which, in 1902, wiped out the town of St. 
Pierre. All its 20,000 inhabitants perished. 
A month ago there was a recurrence of 
volcanic activity, which caused alarm; but 
this died down. Two days ago the voleano 
became restive again, and at midnight last 
night the most violent eruption for many 
years occurred. Masses of gas and steam 
shot upwards, accompanied by a torrent of 
ashes. 
The ashes formed a cloud 4,000 feet up, 
and the lurid glow of the volcano was re- 
flected on its underside for fully ten 
minutes. The eruption was accompanied 
by underground rumbling. 
The activity is occurring in the cone 
above the lava stream which caused the 
1902 disasters. Heavy landslides are also 
reported.

NEW MINISTER IN PARIS 


LETTERS OF CREDENCE 
~PRESENTED. 


, 7 


Count Gerald O'Kelly, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
Irish Free State to France, was received 
officially on Saturday last by the President 
of the French Republic, and presented his 
letters of credence. 

The address which was delivered by 
Count O'Kelly is as follows :— 

Mr. President,—I have the great honour 
te present to Your Excellency the Letters 
of Brodbece by which His Majesty the King, 
acting on the advice given for that purpose 
by the Government of the Irish Free State, 
accredits me as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to Your Excellency. 

I am deeply sensible of the honour of 
being the first Irish Minister to a country 
which has always held such a high place 
in the efections of the Irish people. The 
links between our two nations throughout 
history have been close and constant. 
Memories of the generous sympathy ever 
extended to the cause of Ireland, of the 
generous hospitality invariably shown to our 
exiled leaders; and, on the other hand, of the 
service of thousands of Irishmen in the 
armies of France—400,000 of our countrymen 
perished in the cause of France during the 
18th century—guarantee the permanence of 
cordial relations between our two countries. 
In conveying to Your Excellency, therefore, 
the best wishes of my Government for the 
prosperity of France, [know that I am in- 
terpreting the sentiments of the whole Irish 
people. 

EXCELLENT RELATIONS. 

It, will be-my earnest endeavour to con- 
solidate, and, if possible, to improve, the 
excellent relations existing between this 
country, for which I have a sincere affection 
founded on long personal associations, and 
my own. In this agreeable task I feel sure 
that I shall have the goodwill and assistance 
of Your Excellency and of the Government 
of the Republic. 

It is further the hope of my Government 
that the establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions between France and Ireland will tend 
to maintain and develop the ties of friend- 
ship between France and all the nations of 
the Commonwealth.

PROMINENT LITERARY MAN 
KILLED. 


DUBLIN 'BUS ACCIDENT.

Dr. Frederick William O'Connell, Assistant 
Director of the Dublin Broadcasting Station, 
was knocked down by a motor ‘bus on 
Saturday evening and killed instantly. 

The occurrence took place at the junction 
of Pembroke road and Lansdowne road. Dr, 
O'Connell, who lived at 30 Upper Mount 
street, Dublin, was crossing the thoroughfare 
at Pembroke road. A tram ‘was proceeding | 
towards the city and he crossed in front of if, 
and was struck by the motor ’bus which was 
also driving towards the city, and had passed 
out in front oí the tram. The tram apparently 
obscured the view of the "bus, though another 
suggestion put forward is that Dr. O'Connell 
crossed in front of the tram with the view 
of catching the “bus. Instead, however, he 
was struck by the vehicle and thrown for 
some distance along the road. ) 

The “bus, which was owned by Mr. 
McMahon, of Monkstown, and driven by 
Percy Miller, was pulled up immediately. 
People ran to Dr. O'Connell assistance, and 
the Pembroke Fire Brigade ambulance was 
rushed to the scene and brought the injured 
man to the City of Dublin Hospital. On 
arrival there he was found to be dead. 

The fatal accident has added yet another 
to the ever increasing list of motor ‘bus 
fatalities which have taken place in Dublin. 

“ CONALL CEARNACH.' 

The news of Dr. O’Connell’s death was 
learned with feelings of proíound regret in 
widespread circles in Dublin. In Irish literary 
circles, in particular, there was no better 
known or popular writer than ‘‘ Conall Cear- 
nach,” a nom-de-plume under which Dr. 
O'Connell sometimes concealed his identity. 

Dr. O'Connell was the son of the late Rev. 
Canon Morgan O'Connell, Rector of Clifden, 
Co. Galway. Born on the 22nd October, 1876, 
it is a sad feature of his untimely. death that 
within the last few days many of his 
colleagues in the broadcasting station and in 
literary circles had been congratulating him 
on his fortcoming fifty-third birthday. 

He had a distinguished career, Educated 
first at the High School, Dublin, he enteted 
Trinity College, Dublin, with entrance prizes 
in Hebrew and German. He was Bedell 
Scholar in 1896, Kyle: Prizeman in 1897-98 
won several Board prizes, and was also a 
classical prize-winner. He was Editor. Ant- 
Kuropach, 1901-1902. He took his B.A. with 
Honours in Modern Literature in 1900; 
Divinity Testimonium 1902, B,D., in 1907; 
M.A. (stip. cond.) 1908. -He was Fellowship 
Prizeman in Classical and Semitic Philology 
in 1909, and Litt.D. (stip, cond.) in 1915. 

He took orders in 1902, and acted in the 
curacy of Newtownforbes, County Longford, 
and also at Drumshambo, County Leitrim. 
He was Rector of Castleconnor, County Sligo 
in 1905, and was afterwards Rector of 
Achonry and Canon of Kilmovee. 

At the time of the establishment of the 
Queen’s University, Belfast, he became 
Lecturer in Celtic Languages in that Institu- 
tion, but later resigned the appointment on 
account of his wife’s health. e was extern 
Examiner to National University from 1914 
to 1919, and again since 1923. e acted as 
Advising Examiner in Irish ‘tothe Inter. 
mediate Board of Education from 1908 to 
1915, and also acted as Examiner in Irish to 
the Intermediate Board of Northern Ireland. 
He was a learned and prolific writer, and in 
addition a man of rare linguistic accomplish- 
ment. His publications included ‘‘ The Mid- 
night Court, 1909; ‘‘Selections from 
Keating's Three States of Death,” ‘A 
Grammar of Old Irish,” “An Trish Corpus 
Astronomie,’’ ‘‘ The Writings On The Wall, 
Guaire. Bricriu, Don Quixote”; “ The 
Aphorisms of Johanness Damascenus,”’ “ The 
Poetry of the Koran,’ ‘‘The Age of White 
wash,’’ “The Fiend That Walks Behind,” 
““Old Wine and New,” “Trish Self Taught,’’ 
and he also contributed to Hermathena, the 
Gaelic Journal, Banba Louth, Archelogica! 
Journal, 

WIDE LINGUISTIC ABILITY. 

About three years ago h@jwas appointed 
Assistant Director of Broadcasting at the 
Dublin Station, and here-he had demonstrated 
his wide linguistic ability He hed broadcast 
from the 2RN station messages and greetings 
in French, German, Ttalian; Spanish, Polis, 
Danish, Norwegian, Esperanto, Hindugtani, 
Arabic, and Persian, as well as in the: dif- 
ferent branches of the Celtic language. 

Under his direction correspondence was 
carried on with other radio stations in as 
many as ten languages. 
elie married first Helen, daughter of the 
late Henry Young, of Nenagh, County Tip- 
perary, and had four children, all of whom 
survive. He is also survived by his secend 
wife, whom he married three years ago. 

His death will be deeply deplored by his 
many friends and admirers. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
EMIGRATION.

Mh. LEMASS IN COUNTY 
ROSCOMMON. 

Mr. Sean Lemass 1T.D., speaking at 
Strokestown, Co. Roscommon, yesterday, said 
that the Free State suffers a greater net loss 
of population per year through emigration 
than any other country in Europe. The con- 
tinuance of emigration without diminution is, 
in itself, proof that there is something funda- 
mentally wrong with our economic system. 
The root causes of emigration and unemploy- 
ment are identical, and the remedy for one 
will prove to be the remedy for both. 

Emigration is not due, as has been said, to 
any extraordinary urge on our people to go 
adventuring abroad. The vast majority of 
the emigrants would be only too glad to re- 
main at home if there was any prospect of a 
decent livelihood for. them here. The 
remedy lies in the increased production at 
home of our requirements in foodstuffs, 
clothing and housing materials, which are, at 
present, to a very large extent met by im- 
ports. For example, £7,000,000 a year is 
spent abroad for wheat and wheaten flour. 
lí the Fianna Fail plan for increasing wheat 
production was in successful operation that 
money would be kept at home, and ‘would 
mean that almost another £2,000,000 per year 
would be paid in wages to agricultural 
workers, Similarly, industrial production in 
the Free State could be doubled in value if 
the importation of goods capable of being 
produced at home was stopped, and that 
would involve the provision of employment 
for about 50,000 additional workers. - 

Ireland is not a country doomed by 
Providence to poverty, as some appear to 
think. None of our economic problems are 
insoluble. If an effort is made along the 
right lines there is no social evil now known 
which cannot be abolished ¢ompletely in a 
very short time. The volume of emigration, 
taken into account with the intensity of un- 
employment, constitutes a grave national 
danger. There is no other country in the 
world in which the Government: would con- 
template that danger with the same careless 
indifference as the present Free State 
Ministry without being hounded ignomini- 
ously out of office. The people are them- 
selves largely to blame for «allowing matters 
to continue as they are.

THE NEW BUILDINGS. 

Under the Government. of. Ireland Act, 
1920, the Imperial Government undertook to 
provide suitable buildings for Parliamentary 
and Jegal purposes. The Parliament House 
is being erected. at Stormont, and the new 
Law Courts, when completed, will provide 
all reasonable requirements for the judicial 
services. 

The building, in the Italian style, has been 
designed by Mr. J. G. West, M.B.E., of the 
Office of Works, London. All the facades 
will be ‘treated in Portland stone. It will 
have a frontage of 260 feet towards Chiches- 
ter street and of 390 feet: towards Oxford 
street. The main building has been de- 
signed primarily to accommodate two King s 
Bench Courts, a Chancery Court, a Court of 
Appeal, offices in connection with the Courts, 
accommodation for barristers and solicitors, 
a Bar library and a post office. |§Accom- 
modation will also be provided for the 
Ministry of Commerce, the Registrar-General, 
the Public Record Office and the Estate 
Duty Office, while a small building flanking 
the Chichester street frontage will house the 
Stamping Office. The frontages to Chiches- 
ter street and May street will have central 
recessed porticos, forming public entrances 
to the Courts and Court offices, the en- 
trances. to the Government offices being placed 
in the two®*angle features of the same 
facades. A private entrance for the judges 
will be placed in the Oxford street front, and 
one for barristers in the west front of the 
building. 

From the two principal public entrances ac- 
cess will be obtained to large vestibules, which 
lead to a central Court hall, 140 feet long, 
35 feet wide and 30 feet high. From the 
vestibules two staircases will lead to public 
galleries in the Courts and offices on the first 
floor. The four Courts and rooms for 
barristers, juries, witnesses and the Press 
will be entered direct from the hall. Private 
rooms for the judges will be provided at the 
rear of the Courts, along the eastern side 
of the building, and the Bar library, robing 
room and refreshment room will be situated 
on the western side. The seeond and third 
floors will accommodate the Government de- 
partments, and will embrace a _ conference 
room, a dining room and kitchens. The 
Courts will be panelled in hard-wood, and 
the interior of the vestibules and the large 
Court hall will be marked by architectural 
treatment of a special character. In designing 
the Courts special attention has been given 
to acoustics and ventilation. 

ARRIVAL OF THE GOVERNOR,

DOCTOR’S REFUSAL 
OPERATE. 

The Fermanagh eco Hospital entered 
into an agreement with the -Fermanagh 
Regional Education Committee for the treat- 
ment of scholars attending public elementary 
schools, under their medical inspection 
scheme, but Dr. Kidd, magn rr to the hos- 
pital, refused to accept a child from Enmis- 
killen for treatment of adenoids and _ tonsils 
on the ground that the parent could well 
afford to pay for the necessary treatment, 
and referred the mother of the child to her 
own medical attendant. 

The Committee pay the hospital for opera- 
tions, and recoup from the parents a sum not 
exceeding 7s.

WATERFORD, Saturday. 

The Industrial Exhibition came to a close 
to-night amid general regret. A noteworthy 
feature of the week was the brisk business 
done by all the etallholders. In every stall 
ono saw placards inscribed ‘‘ Sold.” In more 
than one instance—notably in the case of 
boots and furniture—the entire contents of 
the stalls had been bought in bulk, and had 
to be replaced for the concluding day's dis- 
play. Bakers and confectioners did a lively 
trade, one stallholder stating that not a single 

iece of pastry remained unsold this morning. 
áes inquiries were received by exhibi- 
tors, and many orders were booked. One 
mineral water manufacturer received a large 
order from a merchant in a neighbouring town 
who was taken by the quality of the manu- 
The meat and 
bacon factories have received a decided 
fillip. 

The exhibition has led local manufacturers 
to realise the value of advertising. They no 
longer are content to rely on local connection 
alone, the Exhibition having shown them that 
not a few of Waterford’s manufactures are, 
at least, as good as any that are made else- 
where. .Great hopes are expressed for the 
future of the city’s industries. Visitors had 
the opportunity of seeing for themselves what 
is being done, several factories being thrown 
open for the purpose. Among to-day’s visi- 
tors were parties from Tipperary, Clonmel, 
Kilkenny and Wexford, all of whom were 
much impressed by what they saw. 

On Friday evening a large troop of Water- 
ford Catholic Boy Scouts from St. Joseph’s 
Boys’ Club, was shown over the exhibition 
by Mr. J. V. A. Spencer, President. of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The Scouts, who 
were accompanied by the Assistant Scout- 
master and instructor, were much interested 
in the Shannon scheme model, and: received 
useful instruction in the uses of electricity, 
as applied nationally and domestically. : 

THE CITY CHARTER. 

An exhibit that was universally admired 
was a copy of the great Charter of Water- 
ford, granted to the city by King Charles in 
1626. ‘This copy was specially prepared -by 
the Waterford Corporation for presentation 
to King George IV. in 1821 It is in book 
form, beautifully bound, and gilt, and trans: 
lated from the Latin by Timothy Cunning- 
ham. The binding, which is extremely rare, 
ind bears the Royal Arms and the Arms of 
Waterford, was done by Willikins, Dublin, 
and the copy was printed by Augustus Long, 
Dublin, in 1752. The exhibit was lent by 
Mr. C. Downey, Northesk, Lansdowne, 
Limerick. 

One interested visitor to the exhibition was 
an old lady, almost 80 years of age, dressed 
in an old Waterford cloak which, in itself, 
was a type of Waterford industry many 
years ago. These cloaks cost £25 each pre- 
war money, and were handed down from 
generation to generation, and used as brida! 
dresses at weddings. The old lady, who 
had never seen a wireless apparatus, was 
umazed at the modern portable wireless. 

The exhibition was not without its humour. 
At the gas works ‘stall a demonstrator, after 
a half hour’s persuasive oratory, succeeded 
in booking an order for a cooker from a 
visitor. When taking down the address, 
however, he wus: dismayed to find that the 
visitor Hved at Glenmore, which has no gas 
service. Another rustic visitor asked how 
long gas in a tube would last.

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WORK OF FREE 
AIRMEN. 


An interesting application of modern 
science has been mado in connection with pro- 
posed improvements in the River Moy at 
Ballina. A sandy bar, which changes its 
position, obstructs the entranee to’ the river, 
up which vessels must pass. to reach Ballina 
quay. The River Moy Harbour Commis- 
sloners recently deeided to improve the bar if 
possible. They were advised that before 
any scheme could be formulated, an accurate 
plan of the estuary, on which soundings and 
other information could be plotted, was 
necessary. ‘The method of survey recom- 
mended was by aerial photography. 

The Free State Department of Defence was 
approached in the matter, and readily gave 
the assistance ef the Air Force. Last Friday 
an aeroplane left Baldonnel aerodrome, and 
flying on a direct course to Ballina, 
encountered very bad weather in the Curlew 
inountains, north of Boyle, The machine re- 
turned safely to its base.. On Saturday, at 
10.15 a.m., the machine again left Baldonnel 
and, in spite of unfavourable conditions, 
reached Ballina and carried out the survey. 
The necessary ground control points in the 
area to be surveved had been established 
previously. It was not necessary for the 
machine to land at Ballina. The aeroplane 
having completed the survey, returned to Bal- 
donnel and landed at 1.25 p.m. 

IN THREE HOURS. 

It thus accomplished in three hours and 
from a Dublin base a survey off the West 
Coast that wonld have taken an ordinary 
ground survey party at least a week. The 
cost was less than that of ground survey. 
This suryey demonstrates one of the many 
utilities of aircraft ahd also the efficiency of 
the personnel and machines of the Free State 
Air Force. This was the first commercial 
survey carried oul by them, and the return 
coast-to-coast trip was flown non-stop and 
the survey carried out to schedule. The 
pict in charge of the machine was Lieut. D. 
Mcheown. The scheme of the Moy Harbour 
Commissioners at Ballina is under the super- 
vision of Mr. Desmond McAteer, the well- 
known Dublin engineer. 
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KILLESTER TENANTS’ 
MEETING,

ADMINISTRATION OF LAND 
TRUST, 

At a meeting of the Provisional Committee 
of the Killester Tenants’ Rights Association 
or Saturday last it was decided to call 4 
general meeting of all the tenants on the 
Killester Garden Estate next Friday for the 
purpose of considering what action is to be 
taken in connection with the report of the 
Irish Free State Commission which was set 
up to inquire into the grievances of British 

ex-Service men in Southern Ireland. 

The principal points with which the K2l- 
lester tenants are concerned are—(1) Their 
present rents; (2) the legality of the pro 
posed provision of houses by the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land ‘Trust out of 
revenue; and (ó) to call for an inquiry into 
the administration and operations of the 
trust, subject to agreed terms of reference, 
in view of the powers conferred under the 
Irish Free State (Consequential Powers) Ast, 
1922, Section 3. 

The report and the first report of the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land ‘Ilrust, 1924 to 
1926, states that the ‘‘ rents are fixed on an 
estimated expenditure of (a) maintenance, 
(by) administration, (c) bad debts and 
vacancies, (d) insurance, (e) reserve, (f) 
headquarter expenses.” 

Commenting on these headings, the report 
says:—‘‘ Not alone a fairly liberal, but an 
extremely liberal calculation of the cost of* 
meeting expenditure has been made under 
the headings of maintenance, administration, 
had debts and vacancies, and reserve.”” It 
has been decided to take legal advice on 
these and other points raised in the report.

COLLAPSE OF THE IRISH 
TEAM.

England’s remarkable sequence of failures 
at Belfast was broken last Saturday, the 
Irish XI. being beaten by three goals to 
nothing. The first score was a penalty goal.

he added, did not play so well; but anyone who 
was net convinced by the football of the Engtish 
XI. were bluntly informed that they knew nothing 
about football. It was all most interesting, bot, 
as a critical summary of the match, it was by no 
means complete.

Viewing the scene from the front row of the 
Press Stand ai Windsor Park half-an-hour before

Archie Goodall, and a host of other Irish fooibalicrs 
tothe time when they were opnosed to Athersmit) 
and Wheldon, of the Villa: G. O. Smith, of the 
Corinthians; Steve bloomer, Basset, of West Brom- 
wich; Crompton, who was England’s greatest full- 
back for years; and Crabtree, of the Villa, who 
partnered him. And here we were again, but 
under totally different conditions, awaiting another 
of the annual struggles between Englishmen and 
Jrishmen, on which, so many years ago, these 
gciited footballers left an indetible mark What a 
change has come over the international relations 
of the four eouutries in the interval! Then Ire- 
land for the purposes of football was nnited; to- 
day she is split in two, with three-fourths of the 
footballers of the country debarred from having 
hand, act or part in international affairs. 

A GILBERTIAN SITUATION. 

The Irish team on Saturday centatined a couple 
of Free Staters in Kavanagh and Duggan, but could 
even WLS. Gitbert breve conceived a situation cam- 
pares, ts that which has developed out of this 
nternational tangle? When Karanagh and Duggan 
were playing for Dublin clubs they were 
“- foreigners,” and as such ineligible to play for 
Ireland Se also were Russell and M‘Cleery when 
they were here; but the moment they put. their 
signatures to the professional forms of the 
cross-Channel clubs they became full-blooded 
Jrishmen, possessing all the essential oaualifi- 
cations insisted on by the International 
Board! Archie Goodall, who played for Ireland 
at Lansdowne road, and incidentally crocked the 
greatest centre forward that ever played for Ene- 
land, G. ©. Smith, was born in England of Trish 
parents; but nowadays Irish footballers, in order 
to qualify for the honours which their country has 
io give them, must shake the dust of the Free 
State off their shoes and join one of the English, 
ot Shae or Welsh clubs. Could anything be more 
absurd ” 

ENGLISHMEN’S DAZZLING DISPLAY. 

Our friend, the announcer, told us that England 
played brilliant football, but that Ireland “did 
not do so well.” That wags é¢xactly what occurred. 
But perhaps he intended to spare Ireland's fee!. 
ings. The candid critic who watched the play 
would have amplified his remark hy stating that 
not for a quarter of a century had an Irish team 
given such an ingtorious exhibition as did this 
one. t is a truism applicable to feethall that 
every team plays as well as it is lel, and it was 
no wonder that this English side—this purely 
experimenta! NI., on the selection of which the 
English Selection Committee had been subjected to 
much adverse criticisin—confounded the critics ty 
giving as fine a display of soccer as ever was 
given on a ground in Belfast. They dazzled the 
Irishmen for much the greater portion of the 
match, and when, after thirty-five minutes, they 
had won the game. and accomplished all that 
they had been chosen to do, they set about turning 
the struggie into a sort of net practice—their 
forwards against Sceil. Intornational crowds do 
not care te sit out that sort of thing, and fiffeen 
minutes before the end I wags one of many thou- 
sands who had left the park. 

For thirty minutes the Irishmen went at it 
hammer and tongs, and it was an intensely in- 
teresting hattle; but it was clear That these 
English footballers were going to win, and easily 
at that. Our men had speed, and thev hurled 
themselves against the heavy English defenders 
with great spirit. But the skill was not there, 
and the English balf backs and full backs 
smothered them. 

The visiting forwards took every chance given 
them by their half backs, but for thirty-five 
minutes they could not score, They might have 
been a few goals up in that time but for the goa!- 
keeping of Scott, who was magnificent in the Irish 
goal. Four times in as many minutes he saved 
“ certainties.” The dash of the Irishmen enabled 
them to hit back very hard; in fact, for thirty 
minutes there was nothing in it on the run of 
the play. Then came the beginning of the end. 
In an English attack, initiated by Duggan, who 
sent a back pass to. one of the opposition, the 
visitors tore away down the centre. As one of 
the forwards was getting into position for his 
shot, out went the foot of one of the defenders, 
and down went the forward. It was a palpable 
trip in the penalty area. Hine was given the 
kick, and Scott was beaten by a trimmer. The
